RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Sir: 



In response to the Office Action mailed June 30, 2004, Applicants hereby traverses the 
restriction requirement and requests reconsideration and withdrawal of such requirement. 
Claims 1-19 are presently pending in the application. 

A. SUMMARY OF RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

The Office Action asserts that restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

Invention I: Claims 1-7; and 
Invention II: Claims 8-19. 

The Office Action asserts that inventions I and II are distinct from each other because: (1) 
Group I has a separate utility from Group II, i.e., scheduling a test plan review, and (2) the search 
required for Group I is not required for Group II. 
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B. ELECTION 

In the event that the election requirement is not withdrawn, Applicants hereby 
provisionally elects Group I (Claims 1-7) with traverse. Accordingly, in view of the restriction 
requirement, Applicants request examination of claims 1-7. 

C. TRAVERSAL 

Applicant respectfully traverses the restriction requirement. It is respectfully submitted 
that, due to the related subject matter of the claims, a complete and thorough search of the claims 
identified above as belonging to Group I would involve a search of the areas relevant to the non- 
elected claims. Accordingly, Applicant submits that the burden on the Examiner does not 
warrant requiring Applicant to pay duplicative PTO fees and perform duplicative prosecution to 
obtain patent protection for the present invention. 

Withdrawal of the restriction requirement is respectfully requested.
